Presented in Three Phases—Many 
Conflicting 
Marketing 
Plans Sug­ 
gested, hnt Leading Shippers Be­ 
lieve Improvement will Come Grad 
uaUy Without Radical Changes. 


H o w to get the best possible returns 
from 
our $200,000,000 
investment in 
citrus groves is a problem that hns en­ 
gaged the best thought of many 
able 
men for years. 
This year -when vcr- 
ious conditons throughout the country 
h a v e cut down the returns to the pro­ 
ducer 15 per cent, or more, the ques­ 
tion in all its phases appears to lie 
more 
obtrusive 
nnd 
important 
than 
over before, particularly lis the indus­ 
t r y has reached such enormous propor­ 
tions. 


In every 
citrus 
growing 
district in 
California 
the price 
or oranges and 
marketing 
methods constitute a daily 
topic of discussion. 
Scores of sugges­ 
tions have been made by shippers nnd 
growers 
arid two or three 
[dans for 
obtaining better prices for the producer 
have been put into effect. 


For the past few years, with 
only 
one or t w o exceptions, a net return of 
$1 a box has been the rule and this 
has spelled prosperity to the industry. 
This 
year 
naval 
oranges 
have re­ 
turned 
about 85 cents. 
To the man 
•who 
produces 
oranges 
for 50 cents 
this 
only means a smaller margin of 
profit. 
To the man whose 
producing 
cost is DO cents it, means a disastrous 
season. 
B u t on the whole this year's 
conditions 
prove 
that n few cents a 
box 
difference 
is of / tremendous im­ 
portance 
to everybody 
interested in 
citrus culture. 


Most 
of the criticism 
aroused b y 
the 
season's 
shortage hns 
been 
di­ 
rected 
against the marketing 
methods 
and practically all the suggestions for 
improvement have 
dealt 
with 
them. 
The 
California 
Fruit 
Growers' Ex­ 
change 
handles 
02 per cent, 
of the 
crop. 
The remainder 
is handled b y 
individual 
growers, 
b y 
co-oporative 
associations and in other ways. 


. M a n y 
large 
producers 
believe- the 
most 
effective 
remedy 
would 
be to 
secure 
control of all, or nearly all, 
t h e 
crop, so that 
there 
could be no 
glutting of one market while 
another 
control 
they say should bo obtained 
b y 
the growers 
through 
their 
chief 
marketing 
agency, 
1 the 
California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange. 


TO 
B E O U L A T E 
S H I P M E N T S . 


To t h s end they 
ore striving t o 
increase the 02 per cent, now handled 
b y 
that organization to 85 or 00 per 
cent. 
Most of the independent 
grow­ 
ers are friendly to the Exchange and 
there is no doubt that many of them 
would 
join tho movement 
under 
cer­ 
tain 
"conditions. 
The 
movement 
to 
increase the membership of the E x ­ 
change 
Is definitely 
under w a y and 
h a s tho support of many 
growers in 
various districts, but there will be BO 
great 
an access of membership 
that 
it will affect the so-called Control for 
a long time, perhaps several years. 


Advocates 
of 
marketing 
all • tho 
crop 
through one agency, in 
support 
of 
their 
plan, point to needless 
low­ 
ering of prices 
through lack of con­ 
certed 
action. 
They 
assert, and cite 
instances as proof, that this year or­ 
anges* were 
sold in. various 
markets 
at 25 cents n box less than w a s neces­ 
sary, because 
somti 
shippers, 
acting 
independently, offered the fruit at tho 
low* price. 
The fixing 
of this 
need­

" W e have at the present time in Tu­ 
lare 
c o u n t y , " he says, " f o u r 
selling 
agencies. 
Two of these are growers' 
co-operaftve 
agencies. 
The other t w o 
are 
private 
corporations. 
I 
believe 
these 
agencies are all conducted b y 
men who are honest and w h o are as. 
efficient as the 
present 
system 
will 
permit. 
But the grower is asked to 
co-operate w i t h these agencies. I n m y 
judgment 
this should be r e v e r s e d . " 


" T h e 
growers should 
insist on the 
selling agencies co-operating with them. 
This would naturally lead to a further 
extension of co-operative selling. One 
co-operative selling agency in the.field, 
handling all the fruit, would solve the 
problem, but experience has shown us 
that there are several agencies in the 
field, nil of which are alive and no one 
of which will voluntarily be eliminated. 


" I n m y opinion, therefore, the so­ 
lution of our 
marketing 
difficulties 
would be the organization of a growers' 
clearinghouse. 
This should be organ- ( 
ized 
with a board of directors,- com­ 
posed exclusively of growers, this board 
to employ a manager w h o • would not 
bo connected 
with a n y of the selling 
agencies remaining in the market. The 
purpose of 
this 
manager 
and this 
board of directors would be to aid the 
grower in securing moro money for his 
fruit. 
This could bo accomplished by, 
a controlled distribution and means for 
preventing one selling agency 
compet­ 
ing against the other until the profit 
is cut out of the fruit for the producer. 


" A s s u m e 
that the manager of the 
clearinghouse 
has control 
of 90 per 
cent, of the crop. 
This would lead to 


an. f. o. b. market. 
I f it w a s agreed 
that 
Denver could on a certain 
date 
take five cars of fruit and the mana­ 
ger discovered that seven cars of fruit 
had 
been 
billed for that 
market the 
parties shipping would be compelled to 
show bona fide sales of the fruit roll­ 
ing or two of the cars would be di­ 
verted. 


" W i t h tin- clearing house system re­ 
ports would be available at all times, 
which would 
eliminate 
wasteful 
dis­ 
tribution; 
would 
put on end to tho 
common practice ef jobbers of ordering 
tho fruit they need from all tho agen­ 
cies in the field and then bidding one 
seller against tho other when cars ar­ 
rive at destination. 


" I t has been shown that the grow­ 
ers cannot or will not agree on a sin­ 
gle selling agency. 
B y permitting the 
growert to ship with the selling agency 
of their choice, subject to the control 
of a clearinghouse 
association, the 
growers can all be organized. It 
would be a comparatively simple mat­ 
ter to sign up growers on three-year 
contracts, say, with any distribution 


agency which could control 90 per cent 
or more of the output. 


" I t 
should be provided 
that 
each 
selling agency b e requested t a report' 
daily to the manager the sale of each; 
ear of £%a\t and the: price 
received* 
and i n this manner i f prices were cut, 
those responsible i p r such a cut would 
be immediately known. 
A t the pres­ 
ent time selling agencies frequently cut 
the price of fruit so long as such a cut 
would not endanger their general aver­ 
age 
price for t h e year. 
When t h e 
price is cut the grower 
suffers. 
On 
the other hand through a.'central clear­ 
inghouse t h e manager can only

Gives Reasons for Lower Prices; This 
Year and Says Multitude of Selling 
Agencies, 
Working 
Independently, 
is One of Contributing Factors in 
Weak Market.

" T h e supply of oranges and grape"-

y e a r , " he- adds. 
" F u r t h e r m o r e 
California 
oranges are just 
beginning 
to recover from their bad reputation 
achieved on account of ihe large ship­ 
ments of frosted 
fruit 
following the 
freeze of 1913, also t h e shipments of 
immature and green 
fruit 
from t h e 
same 
d i s t r i c t s . T h i s 
naturally 
gave 
the 
preference 
to Floridas. 
although 
during the past 
season the excellent 
quality of the fruit shipped from early 
districts, also the good quality of the 
fruit from the later districts') has had 
tho 
effect 
of bringing 
California or­ 
anges back into favor again as against 
the 
Floridas. 


" I t was unfortunate that this year, 
during tho months of February and 
March. California navels began to ar­ 
rive showing h e a v y decay. 
Also dur- 
|'ing the period of the heaviest 
distri­ 
bution of the Christmas 
market tho 
East w a s visited 
by 
zero 
weather, 
which absolutely 
prohibited 
the dis­ 
tribution of fruit to the smaller mar­ 
kets, as the railroads 
will not allow 
cars to be opened at such times, even 
for inspection. 
The result w a s an a c r 
cumulation of fruit which should have 
been sold for Christmas on a market 
that is always 
dull; that is, a 
week 
or ten days after Christmas and N e w 
Year's. 
Most of these cars were frozen 
more or less, which i n . itself is suf­ 
ficient, 
to 
depress prices 
b y making 
tho fruit unattractive 
from the point 
of view of the consumer. 


'.'Another of tho greatest causes for 
the 
extremely low prices 
which 
pre­ 
vailed is the multitude of selling agen­ 
cies. 
This is not -so noticeable on a 
good strong market as on a weak one. 
Through 
lack of dependable 
informa­ 
tion 
many 
independent 
marketing 
agents become panicky and dispose of 
the growers'' 
fruit at a. 
lower price 
than is necessary, which 
automatically 
lowers the price of fruit all over the 
countrj'. 


" T h e evil from which w e suffer the 
most, however, and that which i s com­ 
pletely within tho control o f the grow­ 


ers, is the competition of so many sell­ 
ing agencies in tho sale of the fruit. 
The only proper agency for the sale of 
any grower's product is an organiza­ 
tion owned and 
controlled 
b y the 
growers 
themselves, as 
the 
growers 
are the only 
parties who are inter­ 
ested 
in the net prices 
their 
fruit 
brings nnd are the only parties inter­ 
ested 
enough to spend money in ad­ 
vertising, in opening up new markets 
and to reduce the cost to tho consumer 
for (lie purpose 
of increasing

These latter enterprises are absolutely 
essential to ta-ko care of tho ever-in­ 
creasing crop in a satisfactory man­ 
ner.

G. HAROLD POWELL ESTIMATES

CRYING PEACE WHEN THERE IS NO PEACE. 
Apropos of the • resignation of William Jennings Bryan as secretary of 
state, -which was accepted by the president this week, let us quote from the 
speech of Congressman Richmond Pearson Hobson, delivered very recently 
in the House. 
After urging with extreme earnestness the necessity for more 
warships, more scout ships and submarines, he said: 


" L e t us particularly beware of those who come and who have been coming 
crying, "Peace, peace," wbtu there is no peace; those who fold their hands 
like followers of Confucius and would pray for peace, but do nothing to actually 
insure peace. 
Peace is nowhere maintained without definite and adequate pro­ 
vision for its maintenance. 
Definite organization has been evolved in every 
community where peace prevails, whose principal purpose is to insure peace 
and that administration of justice upon which alone abiding peace can rest. 
There Is no such organization between the nations of the world. 
Each nation 
is sovereign, acknowledging no superior, subject to no restraining authority. 
The prosecution of the war in Europe is a constant reminder that nations are 
beyond the domain of law and are subject only to the Impulses that sway human 
nature unrestrained. 
An idealistic enthusiasm that assumes that organization 
exists between nations capable of assuming the responsibility of administering 
justice deceives itself ;and endangers the real progress of peace and Justice. 


2Kt becomes a public menace when it advocates leaving a nation's life, indepen­ 
dence, and Vital interest to hang upon a myth. To advise our country and other 
peaceable nations to go disarmed simply because we would prefer an interna­ 
tional organization for justice would be like advising the peaceable inhabitants 
on a wild frontier to disarm and allow the lawless to reign. Such action would 
prevent the development of a condition of law and order. 


America never has been an aggressive Nation. 
She is not now and never 
will be. But America lives amidst the powerful military nations of the earth. 
As pointed out, we can not look to an international organization for our pro­ 
tection. 
There Is no international court; only the einbryo, in the form of The 
Hague tribunal; no international parliament, only the embryo of The Hague 
conference, whose third convocation, due in 1915, is now being allowed to lapse. 
Where are the peace dreamers7 
Sitting idly by, without raising a finger to 
avert this tragedy to the little embryo. In vain have I sought to interest the 


• Secretary of State. He also will not raise a finger, out of fear, evidently, of 
displeasing those belligerents who do not wish any measures to be taken to 
hasten the advent of peace. 
There is no international executive—not even an 
embryo.

A NATIONAL SIOH OF RELIEF. 


A man misplaced—is the manner In which Bryan might be described. 
-The alacrity with which President Wilson accepted his resignation this week 
proves the suspicion which the American people had—that Bryan was out of 
sympathy with the tenor of American feeling. 
He had builded far himself 
an Utopia, and doggedly refused to see that his fellow-beings were loth to 
share it with him. 
, 


Bryan is one of America's great and useful citizens. 
In the past he has 
carried on a propaganda that was very salutary for American politics. 
Poli­ 
ticians, couldn't forget him—they couldn't ignore him, and gradually, some 
of his Ideas were accepted b*y the nation and became laws, though shorn of the 
Bryan trade-mark. 
He has thrilled thousands, yes, millions with his wonderful 
oratory, and will continue to do so. Ho has always been visionary, anU will 
be a dreamer to the very end. But until Utopia shall arrive there must be 
laborers in the field who will confront the tasks of tho day. Some of Bryan's 
ideas are the jjpes we lovo tp think of in those timos when we have blotted the 
present day from our minds and are dwelling momentarily in tho ineffable 
lands created by tho poets and the philosophers. But, Just as a man may lie 
obliged to lay down a volume of Emerson to go out and feed the pigs, we are 
jerked back constantly to realism; we aro surrounded by red and passionate 
war today, and it is not a time for dreams. 


Prosident Wilson, a phllosophor, a scholar, and as sincere a character as 
tho nation has over had in the White House,' is withal a practical man, who 
has the ability to detach hia mind from the contemplation of futurism. 
We are 
surrounded by a great war zone. 
Tho nations of Europe do not understand 
the "peace at any price" idoa. As long as other nations settle difficulties with 
tho sword, the sword cannot be banished from any country. 
Let Bryan deliver 
liis "Prince of Peace" oration in every part of the union. 
It Is the kind of 
propoganda that means progress for tho world. But Just now we are in a mael- 
Btrom of war, and the cry of peace is drowned In the roar of battle. 
Soothing 
words of an academic nature are of no avail. 


When Bryan accepted tho position of Secretary of State, he said that there 
would bo no war between the United States and any nation as long as he occu­ 
pied tho position. 
He has been largely responsible for tho criminal dalliance 
of this nation in regard to tho Mexican situation. 
He would urge upon the 
country that the Lusitania and the Oulflight affairs bo forgotten and not ac­ 
counted for. 
Such a policy no nation can espouse and retain its self respect. 
Along these lines aro degeneracy and national oblivion. 
Bryan's career has 
been a useful one in many rospocts, and his work is not yot done. 
But as 
Secrotary of State ho was a failure, a fuilure only second to what ho would 
have been had ho been president. 
Tho situation was intolerable to Bryan, 
to Wilson and to the American nation, and It is with relief to all that his resig­ 
nation is entered upon tho books of American history.

AVOID THE RISK. ' 
Tho Qlendora Gleaner says that: 
" A 'lift' of the sort obtained by the average small boy riding a bicyclo 
in reaching out with ono hand and catching hold of a convenient moving auto­ 
mobile may be and probably is very tempting as a relief from working your 
passage on a bicycle, especially in mounting long grades. 
This is often done 
without thought of courting disaster or serious consequences. It is a dangerous 
thing to do and the large number of serious, and often fatal, accidents from this 
cause ought to serve as a warning to all boys that the risk Is too great to Justify 
the small comfort and satisfaction that can be gotten out of it... But as long 
as there are fat-witted and foolhardy boys, just so long will there be accidents 
to record with resultant hardship on someone. 


" T o provide against accidents of this kind in so far as possible to meet 
such aggravating situations and reduce them to tho minimum, the City Council 
passed an ordinance imposing a fine upon those guilty of hanging on to autos. 
The State Legislature also passed a law making it a misdemeanor and further 
provides that an owner or driver shall be liable in case anyone is permitted 
to do s\». Thus it will be seen that to protect the mischievous or reckless boy 
the law imposes an unnecessary hardship on *tho* auto driver, as it is no easy 
task to watch for tho antics of the small boy and steer tho machine properly.

popular with the farmer as some other 
crops,

market.
